Pope outlined his reasons for his 


action. ; 
Unanimously Affirmative. 

No announcement of the vote 
was made, but Vatican sources 
said it could be assumed to have 
been unanimously affirmative, as 
indicated by the Pope’s continu- 
ing words after the vote: 

“We greatly rejoice that all of 
you as with one thought and one 
voice assent to that which we 
ourselves think fitting and desire; 
because by this admirable agree- 
ment of the cardinals and bishops 
with the Roman pontiff there 
emerges still more clearly what 
the Holy Church believes, teaches 
and desires in this matter.” 

The Pope told the assemblage 
the proclamation of the dogma on 
Wednesday will “fill the whole 
Catholic world with unspeakable 


joy. 

After the belief that the Virgin 
Mary ascended bodily into heaven 
is proclaimed at the most impor- 
tant ceremony of the 1950 holy 
year, every Catholic must accept 
it without question or expose him- 
self to the sin of heresy. 

Addressing the consistory in 
Latin, the Pope declared his de- 
cision to pronounce the dogma 
had been preceded by much study 
by experts and a poll of all bish- 
ops of the church, 

Homily Translation. 

Following is the official English 
translation of the homily deliv- 
ered by the Pope to the consist- 


ory: 

“You well know the motive for 
which we have convoked this sa- 
cred consistory today. It is an 
event which will fill us, you and 
the whole Catholic world with un- 
speakable joy. On the first of 
November, the Feast of All Saints, 
the radiant brow of the Queen of 
Heaven and of the beloved Mother 
of God will be wreathed with new 
splendor, when, under divine in- 
spiration and assitsance, we shall 
solemnly define and decree her 
bodily assumption into heaven. 

“With the authority which the 
Divine Redeemer transmitted to 
the Prince of the Apostles (Peter) 
and to his successors, we have the 
intention of ordaining and defin- 
ing what from the earliest days 
the church piously believes and 
honors, what the Holy Fathers 
have elaborated and brought to a 
clearer light through the cen- 
turies, and what the faithful of all 
classes everywhere have éarnestly 
requested and implored by innu- 
merable documents: namely, that 
Mary, the Virgin Mother of God, 
was assumed body and soul into 
the glory of heaven. 

“Before taking this resolution, 
we deemed it opportune, as you 
are aware, to intrust the study 
of the matter to experts. They, 
at our command, assembled ail 
the .requests which had been ad- 
dressed to the Holy See on the 
matter, and examined them with 
all intention, so that there might 
emerge, in the clearest possible 
manner, what the sacred magis-

SEOUL, Oct. 30 (INS)—Twenty- 
three men and two women were 
lined up and shot to death Sun- 
day afternoon for having collabo- 
rated with the North Korean Com- 
munist army. 

The 25, first of 82 persons sen- 
tenced to death in the first seven 
days of collaboration trials in 
Seoul, were led from the red 
brick jail on a peaceful Sabbath 
afternoon, tied together ~ and 
driven to the place of death—a 
stony hillside eight miles from 
town. 

The prisoners had no opportu- 
nity at their trial to call wit- 
nesses in their behalf, no right to 
appeal the death sentences, no 
chance to communicate with rela- 
tives, no privilege of receiving 
counsel or other visitors and no 
‘way of receiving last religious 
rites. 

It was explained that these cus- 
tomary rights granted to suspects 
and doomed men and women were 
denied the’ victims because of 
“pressures of war.”

Gabrielson continues to say 
publicly, of course, that he sees 
plenty of indications that the Re- 
publicans will win a smashing vic- 
tory at the polls which would 
give them control of both houses. 

But some other Republican 
strategists said privately they are 
not counting too heavily on such 
a sweep. These strategists put 
their estimatés at a gain of three 
seats in the Senate and about 15 
or 20 in the House.

Of 42,000,000 
Is Predicted 


Would Be Record for 
Non - Presidential 
Election — High 
Registrations.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP). 
H IGH registrations in many key 


northern states and several in 

the South led state officials 
and party chairmen today to pre- 
dict a total vote on Nov. 7 of 
more than 42,000,000. That would 


be a record for a non-presidential 
election. 


These same sources, using offi- 
cial registrations in a few and 
estimates in most states, place 


the number of persons eligible to 
vote this year at 69,954,478, a 
record. If 42,000,000 vote, 60 per 
cent of the potential voters would 
go to the polls. 

The state-by-state vote forecast, 
qualified in many instances and 
admittedly based on guesses in 
others, comes out 42,235,632. The 
odd digits are due to inclusion of 
the official vote of 237,632 cast in 
Maine Sept. 11 fer House candi- 


dates. 
Maine Vote Up. 


Incidentally, the Maine vote for 

Governor and House nominees ex- 
ceeded those totals in the presi- 
dential year of 1948, and came 
after what some party leaders 
said was a rather apathetic cam- 
paign. 
The potential eligible voters— 
persons 21 and over—are estimat- 
ed by the Census Bureau at 96,- 
753,000 as of July 1, 1950. The 
actual vote is always far below 
this figure. 


While the 42,000,000-vote esti- 
mate seems high to many political 
experts, the Democratic National 
Committee says unofficially it 
looks for a vote far above the 
previous mid-term record of 37,- 
304,380 cast in 1938, if the turn- 
out this year is normal in propor- 
tion to population growth. 


Also, the CIO Political Action 
Commitee says a vote of more 
than 40,000,000 is indicated if 
measured by one formula and 
elose to 48,000,000 if gauged by 


another. 
35,874,568 in 1946. 


The total vote in the last off- 
year, 1946, counting the highest 
vote in each state for Governor, 
Senator, or all House candidates, 
was 35,874,568. This was an in- 
crease of 5,849,641 over 1942, but 
1,429,812 under the 1938 record 
for an off-year. 

The record presidential vote 
was 49,820,312 in 1940. In 1948 
it was 48,833,680. 

The stimated registration of 69,- 
954,478 this year compares with 
66,811,617 for the last presiden- 
tial election, and 59,669,656 in 


New York reports an actual reg- 
istration of 6,432,865, a record for 
a gubernatorial year. The pre- 
vious high was 6,008,837 in 1946. 
The best for a presidential year 
was 7,044,676 in 1948.

It is that provably 99 per

However, a questioner who 
talks to the people who “talk 
mad” finds out that there is some 
added language which adds up 
to a “so what?” attitude and a let- 
the-other-fellow-vote feeling. 


Because there is likely to be a 
turnout of only 55 or 60 per cent 
(California may be a startling ex- 
ception) it is difficult to figure 
out what the citizens have in 
mind. 

If the “againsters” and “outs” 
make up a large majority of the 
turnout, then the Democrats may 
be in for more trouble than they 
anticipate and the Republicans 
may make big gains. 

If the Republicans, on the other 
hand, are the ones who stay away 
from the polls in great numbers, 
then the Democrats will ride high 
once again.

excess profits tax. 


If Congress makes the tax 
retroactive to July 1, that will 
wipe out some of the third-quar- 
ter gains, and a new peak in 
profits will not be registered 
But if retroactivity extends no 
farther back than October 1, 
there could be a new high. 

Third-quarter earnings of 182 
industrial companies in my early- 
bird tabulation show a gain of 
63% over the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. For the nine 
months, the gain is 40%. 

Naturally, such excellent earn- 
ings put pressure on directors of 
corporations. They have to share 
with stockholders. Result: A suc- 
cession of extra and increased 
dividends as, for example—West- 
inghouse Electric, 40 cents extra; 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube, 25 
cents extra; Inland Steel, $1 ex- 
tra; Budd, 25 cents extra and an 
increase in the regular rate from 
35 to 40 cents; Pennsylvania 
Railroad, a 50-cent dividend, to 
bring the 1950 total to $1, as 
against 75 cents last year. 

Dividends are now at a rec- 

ord high. Yet they amount to 
only 40% of earnings. That 
suggests how much more rap-. 
idly earnings have risen than 
dividends in this neither-war- 
nor-peace economy. Corpora- 
tion directors have been in- 
clined to plow back profits 
into the business. They’re play- 
ing it conservative. 

There’s a rub in all this. Such 
good profits and dividends pre- 
sent natural targets to labor 
leaders and Congressmen. Labor 
leaders will insist anew that in- 
creased wages can come out of 
higher profits without raising 
prices. At the same time, Con- 
gressmen will be under greater 
pressure to enact a stiff corpora- 
tion tax. 

Korea Spurs Profits. 

The fact that profits shot up 
so in the third quarter makes 
corporations particularly vulner- 
able to higher taxes. Congress- 
men will argue—and not without

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BUSINESS TOO GOOD FOR BUSINESS 


By J. A. Livingston 


NITED STATES CORPORATIONS have been almost too suc- 
cessful for their own good so far this year. Enough reports 
have come to hand, covering the three months of July, August, 
and September, to assure that 1950 earnings will approach, if not 
pass, the record year of 1948. There’s only one catch—the promised 


validity—that the increase was 
stimulated by defense business, 
present or prospective. Once 
fighting started, corporations im- 
mediately jumped on the infla- 
tion band wagon, raising prices in 
anticipation of higher wage costs, 
higher raw materials cost, pos- 
sible inventory-replacement prob- 
lems, and all sorts of contingen- 
cies. And they made money do- 
ing it—as their reports show. 
The third-quarter comparison, 
incidentally, is with the period 
last year when earnings were on 
the rise—following the slump 
during the first half of the year. 
Yet, only 28 out of 182 industrial 
companies reported decreases in 
earnings for the third quarter; 
in the nine months, only 43. And 


this off-year election, will be 
higher than in the Presidential 
year 1948.

Has Own Version of History. 

Senator Capehart is relying on 
his own rather special version of 
postwar diplomatic history to 
win re-election. This reporter 
heard Capehart, a paunchy man 
with a round face which looks 
rather like an angry bun, expound 
this version before a large audi- 
ence in the high school auditori- 
um of Longansport, a farming 
center in northern Indiana. 

The Capehart history starts 
with the Yalta conference. All 
reference to the parts played at 
Yalta by Winston Churchill and 
Josef Stalin is omitted. Even 


‘Franklin Roosevelt is assigned a 


minor and rather pathetic role as 
the ailing and bemuddled assist- 
ant of the central figure. This is, 
of course, Alger Hiss, who lav- 
ishly bestows on the Soviet Union 
all sorts of favors. 


Hiss then fades out of the pic- 
ture, but “somebody” takes over 
his role. Occasionally this “some- 
body” appears to be Lee Press- 
man or Owen Lattimore or even 
a Lattimore-controlled Dean Ach- 
eson. More often he is nameless. 
But whoever he is, “somebody

“It would harm the spirit of 
unity and co-operation which 
exists today. And it would under- 
cut our efforts to work with our 
allies in building up the strength 


of western Europe.”

For a Key Spot 

Everyone knows what a certified public ac- 
countant is. The indorsement of a certified 
public accountant is the business world’s evi- 
dence that a financial statement has been care- 
fully checked and found trustworthy. Missouri's 
“certified public accountant” is.the State Audi- 
tor—an office which will be filled on Nov. 7. 

The office of Auditor, however, is more im- 
portant than that. Prior to the 1945 State Con- 
stitution, the post was that of an accounting of- 
ficer primarily. Now the Auditor post-audits all 
state departments, boards and bureaus. The ac- 
counting operations, as such are under the 
Comptroller, an appointee of the Governor. Thus, 
the Auditor audits the books of others—books 
which he himself does not keep. Since the 
Government of Missouri is a multi-million dol- 
lar business, the importance of this is at once 
apparent. 

Two men seek the office. The Democratic 
nominee is the incumbent, William H. Holmes 
of Vienna, who asks re-election. Mr. Holmes is 
an attorney and former banker. The Republican 
is William Barton, also an attorney. He lives in 
Jefferson City. 

We know nothing whatever against either of 
these men. Each has served in the State Legis- 
lature, Mr. Holmes from Maries county and Mr. 
Barton from Montgomery county. 

Before he became a legislator, Mr. Holmes 
served six terms as Prosecuting Attorney of his 
county. In the Legislature, he worked on the 
special House committee which prepared bills 
to bring revenue laws into conformity with the 
1945 State Constitution. For 10 years he was 
a member of the Democratic State Committee. 

Mr. Barton's legislative service was definitely 
above the average. In his 10 years in the House 
from 1935 to 1945, he sponsored bills to assure 
secrecy of the ballot in Missouri. He was a 
prime mover for legislation requiring the pres- 
ervation of ballots, pending fraud inquiries. 

As Republican floor leader in the House in 
the 1939 session, Mr. Barton worked for legis- 
lation proposed by Lloyd C. Stark to lift the 
Kansas City Police Department out of the hands 
of local politicians and underworld influences. 

The 1945 State Constitution deliberately stag- 
gers the election of Governor and State Auditor. 
It does so to keep a presidential year sweep by 
one party, or the other, from carrying the 
Auditor—the certified public accountant—into 
office along with the Governor. 

The clear intent is to give Missouri an Audi- 
tor entirely independent of the Governor's of- 
fice. Obviously, it contemplates that on some 
occasions the midterm election will produce an 
auditor of the opposite political party. 

If Missouri's independent voters will think 
about this important matter, they will come to 
the conclusion, we believe, that William Barton, 
Republican, is the better choice. 

Sound arguments for Mr. Barton, 
opinion, are these: 

First, the new Constitution intends to break 
old ties between the Governor and the Auditor. 
Any tie will be broken by electing Mr. Barton. 

Second, the Governor for the next two years 
will be Democrat Forrest Smith. An Auditor 
elected on the Republican ticket should be much 
more inclined to keep a searching eye on state 
expenditures and audits. 

Third, at 43 Mr. Barton is about 25 years 
younger than Mr. Holmes. Other things being 
equal, Mr. Barton, with his aggressive record 
on the side of honest elections in the Legisla- 
ture, promises to give the office a more vigor- 
ous, determined administration. 

Without reflection of any kind on the incum- 
bent, we recommend the election of William 
Barton as Auditor of Missouri. 
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Senator Lodge on Fear 

Stop being afraid. Get rid of your fear. Real- 
ize that American arms are not intended for 
the starting of a war, but for the preservation of 
peace and security.

So far, it must be 
admitted, all the words of the American dele- 
gates have accomplished little in this direc- 
tion. And it is hard to see how we can do 
much more—so long as the Russians keep their 
eyes so stubbornly shut. 

In able fashion, Senator Lodge added to the 
assurances already given by Senator Austin and 
other American statesmen, including the Pres- 
ident himself. But it is good to keep the talk 
going. The time must come when the Rus- 
sians will really hear it. 

Thus, while they have rejected the Baruch 
plan for the control of atamic energy, it would 
be well to press Mr. Truman’s suggestion that 
all phases of disarmament be brought together 
for discussion by one U.N. committee. From this, 
one hardly can expect immediate results. But 
it will help to keep conversations going. It will 
afford a continued opportunity to present our 
aims and intentions—even as Senator Lodge did 
in his maiden speech at Lake Success. 
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Independent voters hold the election key in 
Massachusetts, says a headline. They hold the 
key everywhere. But the only lock it will fit 
is to the door of their polling place. 
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Collegiate Ignorance of Fire 

Anything but an enlightened attitude toward 
the hazard of fire is shown at many of those 
centers of enlightenment, the nation’s colleges. 

That is the inference to be drawn from a sur- 
vey of 153 college dormitories by a committee 
of the National Safety Council. Chairman of 
the committee is the president of New Mexico 
Western College, N. W. James. 

Fire might break out from oiled mops and 
rags stored in combustible containers in 23 
dormitories, from overloaded electric circuits in 
37. A student might have a head full of Greek 
or calculus, but be too ignorant of how to use a 
fire extinguisher to save his own life in 81 
of the dormitories. 

He would not be warned of his danger by an 
alarm system in 45 of these buildings. In others 
he might lose his life because he could not find 
an emergency way out of the burning building, 
or because the bolts on exits would not open. 

' This survey shows in detail how right John 
J. Ahern, fire protection and safety engineer of 
the Illinois Institute of Technology, was when 
he told the National Safety Congress last year 
that every college in the country has dormitories 
which “can easily be converted into blazing 


tombs.” “All,” Mr. Ahern said, “are riding their 


Luck ran out last year at Kenyon College in 
Gambier, O., and at the University of Oklahoma. 
Three students lost their lives in the latter fire, 
nine in the former. 

A careful check, and correction of the defi- 
ciencies discovered by it, can save young lives 
at other colleges whose luck is still holding out 
—for no-one-knows how much longer. 

Aid for the Philippines 

In proposing a five-year American 
program for the Philippines, the Bell Commis- 
sion has been extremely carefyl to keep external 
aid from appearing to be colonial interference. 

Filipinos are naturally jealous of their new 
freedom, however much they need economic 
help and guidance. The United States has had 
to avoid actions which might revive cries of 
colonialism. But Washington would be foolish 
to grant money to the island republic without 
a guarantee of a reasonable return. 

Successive Filipino Governments have proved 
somewhat inept in dealing both with the internal 
security threat of the Communist-led Hukbala- 
haps, and with rising economic deficits. 

Huk power has not diminished. Nor has the 
Government done much about the demand for 
land reform, which assists the Huk revolt. Gov- 
ernment revenue, the Bell report notes, is only 
60 per cent of expenditures, yet the Govern- 
ment follows an easy- tax policy. Taxes took 
only 5 per cent of the national income last 
year. And the Bell Commission repeats that 
corruption is widespread. 

The commission proposes $250,000,000 in 
American money and technical assistance, but 
only if this program can be closely supervised 
by the United States. In return, the Quirino 
Government would have to adopt emergency 
taxes, create an honest civil service system, en- 
courage small enterprise and effect land re- 
forms. These would be accompanied by rural 
credit banks and better agricultural methods. 

This program seems to be exactly what the 
struggling Philippine Republic needs, and ap- 
parently the offer of assistance will be accepted 
in Manila. For our part, we have set this new 
republic before the world as a symbol of Amer- 
ican aspirations. We cannot neglect the Philip- 
pines. 
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That’s About Enough Blowing 


We don't know that we approve of the city 
of Melbourne, Australia, which is equipping 
street sweepers’ broom handles with horns.

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Chinese Reds in the Korean War 


Some Chinese Communists have entered the 
war in Korea. That is the essence of intelli- 
gence from the Tenth Corps headquarters. A 
spokesman for the United States Army says that 
a full Chinese Communist regiment has been 
identified in action against the South Korean 
forces. The place is about 40 miles south of 
the Manchurian border. 

Until more is known, the full seriousness of 
this cannot be judged. It could be the begin- 
ning of extended participation by units from 
the vast military forces of Mao Tse-tung. One 
regiment after another might be fed over the 
Manchurian frontier with the intent of protect- 
ing the all but crushed North Koreans from 
full surrender. 

Another possible explanation is that the Chi- 
nese Communists are making good with a token 
payment on their pledge not to stand by and see 
the territory of Communist Koreans “invaded” 
by “imperialist aggressors.” The full facts 
should be presented as soon as possible at U.N. 
There the force of world opinion can make it- 
self quickly felt. 

This situation would be less complicated, of 
course, if there were no dispute between Chiang 
and Mao over whose delegates should be ac- 
credited at Lake Success. Nevertheless, inter- 
national public opinion will have its influence.

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower is presumed to 
have told the President, as he had previously 
told the public, that he would accept if called 
to head the unified defense force of the Atlantic 
powers. 

There is no question of his qualifications for 
the post. As commander of the Allied Expedi- 
tionary Force in World War Il, he displayed a 
remarkable talent for developing teamwork 
among leaders of various nationalities. This 
ability is going to be needed in extra measure 
as Western Europe undertakes to build in peace- 
time the kind of defense unity which heretofore 
has been achieved only under the whip of war. 

Because Gen. Eisenhower so eminently quali- 
fies for the European command, there will prob- 
ably be little disposition to ask whether some 
other general might not have qualified equally 
well. His appointment therefore, like that. of 
George Marshall to be Secretary of Defense, 
will be. a politically sound move as well as a 
substantively unassailable one.

Gen. MacArthur wanted manpower superiority in ground troops 
before taking offensive in Korea, writer says; only Colonel Blimps 
still think one Westerner can whip hundred Asiatics; need of in- 
fantry is one reason why Washington wants to avoid war in China.

It may not be pleasing to our national 
vanity, but in the interest of realistic 
thinking about this troubled world it 
should be noted that Gen. MacArthur did 
not go over to the offensive in Korea 
against the North Korean Army until he 
had numerical superiority in manpower. 


The exact numbers of our own forces 
are still a military secret, and so is our 
estimate of North Korean troop strength. 
But it can be stated that on the day 
of the landing at Inchon the U.N. 
forces left in the southern pocket ex- 
ceeded the estimated 
active strength of 
the whole North Ko- 
rean Army by about 
1000 men. The two- 
division force of the 
First Marines and 
Seventh Infantry 
which went in at 
Inchon was in addi- 
tion. 


To say that Gen. 
MacArthur wanted 
such superiority to Gen. MacArthur 
assume the offensive is not to underesti- 
mate the audacity of the landing at Inchon. 
In ordinary military practice a commander 
wants a superiority of three to one to 
launch an offensive. Gen. MacArthur had 
nothing like a three-to-one advantage. 

He was taking a long chance to go over 
from the defense to the offense with a 
superiority of just a little over parity in 
troop strength in spite of his total domina- 
tion of sea and air. 

A North Korean is an Asiatic, and it has 
been an assumption current in the West 
for some generations that one regiment of 
Western soldiers was the equivalent of an 
entire Asiatic army, or more. This old 
habit of thinking seems to linger on among 
Colonel Blimps in Britain and their oppo- 
site numbers over here. It is satisfying 
to the Western ego to think that a hand- 
ful of Westerners could make or remake 
the map of Asia at will. 

It would be extremely dangerous, how- 


ever,,to allow such a white superiority 
complex to guide national policy toward 
Asia or any part thereof. Granted, it would 
be foolish to go the other way and to 
overestimate Asiatic military forces. 
The basic fact, though, is that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur wanted manpower superiority in 
ground troops before he was ready to at- 
tack the North Korean Army even when 
he enjoyed total control of sea and air. 


The North Korean soldier with modern 
weapons and training is a modern soldier. 
He can and will do more or less what any 
other modern soldier can do. You can 
launch an attack against him with safety 
only if you have more men in the line 
than he does. 

That last sentence is a new rule govern- 
ing warfare in Asia. It is a rule which 
Gen. MacArthur has observed carefully in 
his Kerean campaign. It is a rule which 
is recognized in latest military thinking 
about other conceivable campaigns in Asia. 

It is a rule which helps to explain the 
tenacity with which the top-policy planners 
here have resisted suggestions of the de- 
sirability of war with Communist China. 

After Korea, neither the Defense De- 
partment at the Pentagon nor the State 
Department sees anything desirable per se 
in an American military venture on the 
mainland of Asia. If it takes one plus 
American soldier on the ground to defeat 
one North Korean soldier, then a ground 
campaign in China could use up the entire 
potential manpower of the United States. 


In cold terms of military capabilities, it 
is possible theoretically for the United 
States to conduct successful air and sea 
operations against China which might con- 
ceivably weaken the present regime in 
China, But the riposte would logically be 
Chinese ground armies pushing into places 
we wish to avoid—such as Indochina, 
Thailand, Burma, Formosa end Korea. 

Having fought the North Koreans, our 
generals would be satisfied if American 
policy will not expect them to go ashore 
on the mainland of Asia against the 
Chinese Army.

Between Book Ends 


A Comical Demagogue 


DARK GREEN. BRIGHT RED, by Gere Vidal. (E. P. 
Dutton and Co., 307 pgs., $3.) 


There are some good moments in this 
novel by Gore Vidal, but the book, as a 
whole, is a failure. Perhaps it is too much 
to expect a talented novelist to produce a 
first-class work every time he tries. When 
Mr. Vidal is describing battle, as he does 
in the second half of the novel, he is very, 
very good. The bewildering microcosm of 
the battlefield he reproduces vividly and 
convincingly. Unfortunately, that dramatic 
episode is not enough to keep the book 
from being dull. 

The story is laid in a Central American 
republic at the moment when Gen. Alvarez, 
former dictator is plotting ‘a come-back. 
The first half of the novel, symbolized by 
the “Dark Green” of the title, takes place 
in an upland jungle where a revolutionary 
army is being trained. In the second half 
the abortive revolution is launched only 

to end in failure. 
This is the “Bright 
Red” of the title. 
The protagonist is 
Peter Nelson, a 
pm, - -Y court -martialed

The defects in this book are several. The 
characters, first of all, do not come to life. 
In the first half, which is only tolerable 
because the reader is waiting for the 
shooting to begin, the author goes to con- 
siderable length to establish his charac- 
ters by interior monologues. These pas- 
sages serve only to fill in the character's 
background for the reader and are totally 
unconvincing as exhibits of the stream of 
consciousness. 

Perhaps the chief difficulty is the nov- 
el’s duality of tone. The unsuccessful ef- 
forts of an ex-dictator to regain control 
of a Central American republic could be 
material for tragedy, although the theme, 
on the surface, certainly lacks wide appeal. 
Yet the general is a comical demagogue, 
and the trappings of the revolution are the 
stuff of which comedy is made. 

The fighting is real enough, but when 
the revolution fails, the general escapes 
in his helicopter and a Seanenting 
confederate becomes president. Mr. Vidal's 
gift seems to be better suited to hard-hit- 


ting realism, not comic a.

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 30 (AP)— 
Maurice Costello, matinee idol of 
two generations ago and father of 
a famous actresses, died yester- 

ay. 

The 73-year-old white-haired 
actor who said “it’s better to be 


cumbed of heart disease and 
complications that had kept him 
in a virtual coma since Tuesday. 

Frequent visitors in his last ill- 
ness were his once-estranged 
daughters, Dolores and Helene 
Costello, former actresses. 

He was born in Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and began his career there in 
vaudeville in 1894 with a song: 
“Here lies the mick that threw 
the brick; he’ll never thrown an- 
other.” 

There followed stock company 
work, then BroadGway where he 
became a matinee idol in “Scot- 
land Yard,” “The Kentucky 
Feud,” “The Cowboy and the 
Lady” and others. 

He left the stage for the movies 
in 1905, taking a $30 a week job 
with the old Vitagraph Co., where 


ithe had to help build scenery as 


part of the job. Vitagraph starred 
him by name in 1907 and he later 
was called the first “great lover” 
of the movies. He said later, “I 
then became known as the first 
screen player to show signs of 
temperament.” 

He also was the first to receive 
fan mail and by 1910 women

mobbed him at every public ap- 
pearance. A nervous breakdown 
in 1915 shortened his big-time ca- 
reer and by the 1920s he was 
doing bit parts. In recent years 
he lived in obscurity, doing an 
occasional radio “soap opera” role.

York, a non-professional, were 
married in 1902 and Dolores and 
Helene were born to them. A 
rift developed as early as 1910. 
Mrs. Costello brought the girls to 
Hollywood in 1925. 

Dolores’s marriage to the late 
John Barrymore didn’t meet with 
her father’s approval, widening 
the family breach. In 1927 Mau- 
rice Costello and his wife were 
divorced. Two years later she 
died. 

In 1938 Costello charged that 
Dolores was living comfortably off 
her alimony from Barrymore 
while he was facing starvation. 
He sued her for $200 a month 
support, but they were reconciled 
and she testified in court she was 
helping him financially. 

He married Ruth Reeves, 
daughter of United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves of Kan- 
sas City, in 1939. They were di- 
vorced in 1941. 

Once when Costello was asked 
in recent years what became of 
all the money he earned in his 
hey-day, he said: “We lived well 
and every down and out actor 
knew that ‘Cos’ had a check book.”

Baseman Monte Irvin of the New 
York Giants and Third Baseman 
Bill Serena of the Chicago Cubs 
received one each. 

Dropo won out in the American 
in what was almost entirely a 
two-man battle, getting 15 votes 
to eight for kid Pitcher Whitey 
Ford of the New York Yankees. 
Only other American Leaguer to 
get a vote was Al Carrasquel, 
shortstop of the White Sox, who 
received the other ballot. 

. Jethroe, the 28-year-old native 
of East St. Louis, Ill, won the 
National League accolade after a 
discouraging beginning in which 
he was one of the most awkward 
looking players in spring training. 
The Negro with the long, skinny 
legs found it difficult to accli- 
mate himself to the important 
center field spot, Dut under the 
patient tutelage of Manager Bil- 
ly Southworth, he quickly ma- 
tured into a player who should 
be a star for many: years to come. 
Jethroe Top Base Thief. 

He wound up with a .273 bat- 
ting mark and breezed to the base 
stealing championship of both 
leagues. His total of 35 was more 
than double the 15 total «vith 
which Dom DiMaggio of the Red 
Sox won the American League 
snatch title. Playing in 141 
games, Jethroe also showed abil- 
‘ity as a long-ball hitter getting 
18 home runs, eight triples and 
28 doubles among his 159 hits. 

Southworth correctly foretold 
the future of the player for whom 
the Braves paid $100,000 in a deal 
with Branch Rickey of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers. Rickey, giving up 
Jethroe in what he described “as 
the most dangerous deal I ever 
made,” might well have won the 
National League flag with the 
speedy fellow in his outfield. 

Jethroe had come up from 
Montreal with a .326 batting 
mark, an all-time International 
League stolen base mark of 89, 
and tops for the league figures 
of 154 runs, 207 hits, and 19 
triples.

ISRAELI PARTIES 
AGREE; WAY PAVED 


FOR NEW CABINET | 


JERUSALEM, Oct. 30 (AP)— | 
Warring Israeli political parties | 


patched up their difficulties last 
night and paved the way for a 
new coalition cabinet. Their ac- 
tion forestalled the dissolution of 
the Knesset (Parliament) and 
new general elections. 

Premier David Ben-Gurion, 
Mapai (Labor) party leader who 
resigned two weeks ago, appar- 
ently is slated to head the new 
government. A Mapai spokesman 
said the new cabinet lineup might 
be announced today. 

An agreement between the 
Mapai and the religious bloc 
paved the way to an end to the 
cabinet crisis. Ben-Gurion had 
resigned after the bloc’s three 
cabinet representatives refused to 
support government shifts the 
premier proposed to meet Israel's 
financial difficulties. 

One of the four parties in the 
religious bloc, Mizrachi, refused 
to indorse the agreement and 
said it would not support the 


new government. This action, 


however, still left the incoming 
coalition with a comfortable 


parliamentary majority.

AM a little surprised at the 

fears which seem to assail a 

certain number of patriotic or- 
ganizations and women’s clubs 
over the display of the United 
Nations’ flag with our own flag. 
Can our flag become less mean- 
ingful to us because the United 
Nations flag is displayed in the 
proper manner at the same time? 

I am always thrilled, in driv- 
ing up to the United Nations 
building, to see the circle of 60 
flags waving in the breeze. It is 
rather inspiring to know that 
those flags, in that particular 
circle on United Nations ground, 
move one place to the right each 
day, just as we delegates in the 
General Assembly move one place 
in our committee—so that every 
flag is equal, as is every nation 
sitting about the United Nations 
table. 

I cannot say that it makes me 
love my own flag any the less to 
see the United Nations flag dis- 
played at the same time. If my 
own flag were not properly dis- 
played, then I would feel that 
that showed ignorance or disre- 
spect; but if it is properly dis- 
played, I can see no reason why 
the United Nations flag should 
not be displayed with it.

That Word “Pomp” 


N France, a familiar sign over 
| the undertaker’s establishment 

reads, “Pompe de Funebres.” Not 
in very good taste, you might ob- 
serve — funeral —or mourning — 
pomp! But this would not be a 
just interpretation of “pompe de 
funebres.” Whereby hangs the 
tale—as this column has put it 
for years'and years—of our own 
word “pomp.” 

We know “pomp” as in “pomp 
and ceremony.” Pomp is another 
word for ostentation, show, dis- 
play. To do things with pomp, to 
make pompous display, is not ex- 
actly in good taste, even if 
“pomp and ceremony” is accept- 
able more on the side of formali- 
ty than ostentation or cheap 
“show.” 

The point about our word pomp 
is that it has degenerated from its 
original sense. Its derivation, 
through the French “pompe,” is 
from the Latin “pompa’” out of the 
Greek term for ascending. Thus 
“pomp” was first a solemn pro- 
cession. Joseph Addison probably 
knew this when he wrote, two and 
half centuries ago, about “All the 
pomps of a Roman triumph.” For 
the Roman triumph entailed much 
parading. And no one will con- 
test the appropriateness of a 
term originating in “to send” for 
naming a funeral procession. 

All of which-takes us back to 
that strange-sounding sign to des- 
ignate the function of the under- 
taker in France. Strange sounding 
to English speaking persons, who 
have gotten away from origins in 
the modern use of the word

His voice had mounted to a 
shrill note by the time he said 
good-by.
